Former United States Consul at Santi- 
ago Will Join the Army of 
Invasion. | 


Tampa, Fla., June 20.—[Special.]—Pulaski 
F. Hyatt, ex-United States Consul at San- 
tiag9, arrived this morning en route to that 
place. How and when he will gO was not 
divulged. by him, but he intimates that his 
stay in Tampa will be brief, 

Mr. Hyatt knéws the situation at San- 
tiago as well as any other man in this 
country, and. believes that the taking of 
that city by General Shafter’s army will be 
easy of accomplishment. 

This has been a busy day for the regi- 
ments encamped in Tampa and vicinity. All 
brigades drew rations, and the streets have 
been blockaded with army wagons carry'ng 
stores from the several warehouses to the 
camp. The government has been exceeding- 
ly slow in providing the army at this point 
with clothing and equipments, but since the 
departure of General Shafter the conges- 
tion has somewhat relaxed and the supplies 
have been coming in faster and in better 
order. 

Every available storeroom in Tampa has 


“been engaged by the government and a 


warehouse 400 feet long by 60 wide will be

ISHEASPANISH SPY? 


Strange Result of an Investi- 


- gation of an Explosion. 


POWDER MILL DESTROYED 


Badly Injured Man Held on 
Suspicion. 


INDICATES AN ACCOMPLICE. 


Cincinnati, O., June 20.—[Special.J]—A 
packing-house of the King Powder company 
at King’s Mill, thirty miles from this city, on 
the Little Miami River, was blown to atoms 
on Sunday night. It contained approximate- 
ly a ton of smokeless powder. 

‘That it was blown up as a result of a de- 
liberate plot is thought to be beyond ques- 
tion. Even the company owning the plant 
accept the theory that it was the work of 
Spanish spies, though as yet everything is 
Shrouded in mystery. Fortunately, the 
gamage to property was comparatively 
slight, while the only persons injured were 
those supposed to have been engaged in the 
plot. 

The company had been warned of the dan- 
ger from Spanish spies and employed a 
large number of special watchmen. In spite 
of their vigilance the explosion occurred on 
Sunday night in one of the buildings. 

Monday morning an investigation was 
commenced. A quarter of a mile from the 
burned packing-house are the company 
stables and wagon sheds. They are in 
charge of Henry Graft... His duties get him 
out early inthe morning. Inthe wagon shed 
were two of the company’s wagons standing 
face to face. Between their front wheels 
was found as miserable a looking specimen 
of humanity as ever breathed. There lay 
the naked form of a man: His head was 
bald, his face blistered and swollen, his eyes 
closed, and his hands and feet and body a 
sickening sight. — 

Messengers were dispatched for Assistant 
Manager King and the company physician, 
Dr. Stevens. While the doctor was doing 
all in his power to relieve the sufferings of 
the man, Mr. King and others began a 
thorough investigation, beginning at the 
burnt powder-house. 

Evidence was soon gathered connecting 
the man in the wagon shed with the fire. 
The presence of a burning coat found a few 
minutes after the explosion was then under- 
stood. In his mad flight, with his clothing 
a mass of fire, his hair a mass of flames, and 
his body cooking, the victim of his own mis- 
deed had first torn the coat from his body. 
A short distance from the charred frag- 
ments of the coat were found other frag- 
ments of clothing. Not far beyond the coat 
and near the upper drying-house already 
mentioned is a fence with an aperture for

Finds a Human Hand. 

Four or five panel lengths from this aper- 
ture was found the palm of a hand. The 
burning fugitive had grasped the fence with 
his left hand for support or to drag himegelf 
over. When he let go the rail’ he pulled 
the cooked flesh from the thick skin-of the 
palm as if from a glove. 

A little farther on, dangling to the cover- 
ing of water pipe, was another blackened 
palm, with a thumb and three fingers intact 
and the nails on all. It was the palm ofa 
right hand, and the supposition at first was 
that the wretch in the wagon shed had lost 
both. Dr. Stevens made an examination 
and found that the prisoner’s left palm and 
nails were gone, but that the right was in- 
tact. The blackened palms were picked 
up and taken possession of by the company’s 
officers. They were examined by many dur- 
ing the day, and the general verdict was 


| that the two palms never came from one pair 
of hands. The left was a delicate member, 
over which a woman's glove would easily 
have fitted. 

The nails were long and tapering, the lines 
of the palm exceedingly fine, and at no spot 
could a callous be detected. The palm might 
easily have been that of a woman, so delicate 
was it. The other was much larger and 
coarser. The only inference to be drawn was 
that more than one was implicated in the 
deed and that one man escaped from his 
surroundings, leaving only a mute and 
blackened palm’ to tell of his presence. Oth- 
er evidence was found to strengthen the be- 
lief that the man found in the shed was not 
alone. To reach his place of refuge he had 
to climb five fences, over a covered water 
pipe, and to traverse a quarter of a mile. 
He would have had to force his way through 
alongside the wagons, climb into one of 
them, get down the heavy tarpaulin, untold 
it, and wrap himself init. In his condition 
this is considered a physical impossibility. 


Theory of the Explosion. 

This fact leads up to Mr. George G. King’s 
theory. He said: 

‘‘In my opinion the man was not engaged 
in firing the building when caught in the ex- 
plosion. I believe he was walking behind 
the watchman, and inspecting each building. 
He was carrying his shoes in his hands. The 
rear of the packing-house rested some two 
feet or more above the ground. When the 
prowler saw that the watchman had passed 
to the next building he dropped his shoes 
and crawled under the building to investi- 
gate. He probably lit a match, as a burned 
portion was found near his shoes. We have 
not a house that the powder does not sift 
its way through the flooring, even though 
double. His match set that sift powder 
afire, and the explosion followed. His feet 
and back were set on fire by the explosion. 
None of the force went downward, and he 
was able to crawl] out. It is my opinion 
that he was quickly dragged away by one 
or more companions, and hidden in the 
bushes while the fire was in progress, and, 
after all had quieted down, was taken on 
to the wagon shed. Some one must have had 
a hand in this who knew the lay of the land, 
and knew where the wagon shed was and its 
availability.” 

As a result of the vigilance of the county 
officials two other suspects are now under 
arrest at Lebanon. 

In the meantime, every effort was made 
to induce the captured man to talk. This 
was kept up after his removal to Lebanon, 
but little could be gotten from him. He told 
Mr. King that his name was John Earle, 
that he was a foreigner, with no relatives 
on this side of the ocean. He said he had 
been living for some time in Chicago, where 
he worked as a tile setter. He said he had 
been tramping. He appeared to understand 
and speak English fairly well, though it was 
apparent it was not his native language. 
He “would speak but little, and despite his 
sufferings seemed careful of what he did say. 

In explaining his presence there he said he 
had built a fire by the railroad track, mé@an- 
ing presumably the little trainway making 
the circuit of the houses, as described, to 
cook some coffee, and not knowing that the 
house contained explosives. The sparks 
from the fire had ignited the powder. To 
another he denied having been near the pow- 
der-house. After exhausting all their ef- 
forts, Sheriff Gallagher had the ambulance 
come from Lebanon and remove the man to 


the county infirmary. 


DECLARE FORTY WERE KILLED. 


Negroes in the Hospital at Atlanta Tell 
a Different Story of the Tampa 
Riot. 


Atlanta, Ga., June 20.—[Special.]—If the 
assertions of twenty-seven negro soldiers 
now in McPherson Hospital be believed, the 
Tampa riot a few days ago was on a. larger 
scale than indicated in press dispatches. 
The Second Regiment of Georgia Volunteers 
was assigned to the task of subduing the 
tumult, and the negroes confined here yet 
tremble to think of their experience. The 
printed reports of the affair gave four kiiled 
and a few wounded, but the negroes here de- 
clare that forty of their number were killed 
and over’160 wounded. An Atlantan who

And upon receipt of such information to trans- 
mit the same to this Council at the next regular 
meeting. 
Debate on the Resolution. 


As soon as the resolution had been read 
Alderman Maltby asked that, under the 
rules, it go to a committee, and Alderman 
Cullerton replied that it simply asked for 
information which might prove valuable 
in the future, and he would ask unanimous 
consent for its passage. 

Alderman Maltby rejoined that the infor- 
mation could prove of no value if obtained, 
It was well known that in New York, St. 
Louis, and other cities named long term 
franchises had been granted the street rail- 


tion, and that was the thing a majority 


in this city. All the people of his ward, 
and, he believed, the great ‘majority of the 
people of all other wards were opposed 
to fifty-year franchises on any terms, and 
it was the duty of the City Council of Chi- 
cago to consider the matter of the exten- 
sion of franchises to what 
had been done in other cities. , 
Alderman Cullerton then Snoved that the 
rules be suspended so that the resolution 
could be adopted, and in support of the mo- 
tion Alderman McInerney made a speech, in 
which he attacked all opponents of fifty- 
year franchises, saying the city would be 
better off if they. were dead, and conclud- 


ing: 

“If they had their way ‘Jake’ Rehm 
would still be running horse cars on the 
North Side and Ira Holmes on the South.” 


Vote on the Motion. | 


The motion to suspend the rules was then 
passed, 50 to 14, and while it cannot be called 
a strictly test vote on the subject of passing 
the extension franchises as the railway com- 
panies would like them, yet it ean be said 
that every Alderman who is willing to vote 
for anything the companies may want voted 
in favor of suspending the rules, The roll 
call was as follows:

Spain’s Richest Province Weary of the 
War — Refuses to Contribute to 
Taxes—Business Is Paralyzed. 


In Barcelona itself some 30,000 French 
people are permanently settled. A rather 
contemptuous hatred of Castile and a 
jealousy of her perpetual interference by 
officials and military law are accepted 
things. The Catalans have ancient laws and 
customs of theirown. They do not think of 


separation or union with France, but the, 
demand for autonomy—for self-government 


in all but foreign affairs—is perhaps as 
strong as in Ireland. And Cataloninz is be. 
yond comparison the richest province of 
Spain—the most progressive and the mest 
industrious in the modern sense. 

A peculiar proof of this separatist tenden. 
cy was lately given when the Madrid govern- 
ment called upon the manufacturers of Bar. 


o contribute voluntarily about 
000 for the defense of their town. The maru- 
facturers replied that already they paid 


most of the expenses for government and 
defense in Spain, and that if the Yarkee 
Admiral came they would invite him to din- 
ner. The patriotic subscription yielded 


hardly anything. The whole town Is indeed 


heartily sick of the war. They regard it 
merely as a continuation of the Cuban war, 
which has: paralyzed business for three 
years past. What terms they would agree 
to of course I cannot say; but since the de- 
mand for cottons in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines entirely ceased at least thirty facto- 
ries stand altogether idle and the rest are 
doing little more than halftime. In one of 
the largest which I visited the manager tuld 
me they used to employ 1,500 hands daily, 
Now less than half the machines are in 
work, but they try to keep their hands from 
starvation by employing them in shifts of 
alternate weeks. Coal is dear, being bought 
up by railways and ships of war. There is 
enough raw cotton for the time, but not for 
long. The big factories have been dving 
half time or less for six months past. As 
might be supposed, the workpeople are liy- 
ing pretty*close, and food, especially meat, 
is terribly dear besides. 

To the orlinary miseries of factory exist. 
ence is added the horror of the Cuban serv- 
ice. The rich man buys exemption for bis 
child. He pays sometimes $200, sometimes 
$350, and his son is free. But from nearly 
every working family at least one has beep 
taken, drilled, and sent to Cuba, probably 
to die.

PROMPT ACTION IS URGED. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—Discussion 
by the Senate of the question of Hawaiian 
annexation was begun today in open ses- 
sion. 

At the opening the opponents of annexa- 
tion quite unexpectedly secured a point by 
preventing a yea and nay vote on taking up 
the resolutions. 

When Mr. Davis, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, calied up the reso- 
lutions the President, as usual, announced 
that without objection the resolutions would 
be considered. .No objeciion being entered 
he @eclared the resolutions to be before the 
Senate. 

A minute or two later Mr. Frye [Me.] de- 
manded the yeas and nays upon the request 
to take up the resolutions. Mr. White [Cal.] 
instantly made the point of order that a yea 
ard nay vote could not be had on a dead 
issue—that the resolutions were already be- 
fore the Senate by unanimous consent. Of 
course, the point was sustained. The oppo- 
nents of annexation were decidedly pleased 
at preventing a show of strength, but.at 
4:30 this afternoon Mr. White afforded the 
friends of annexation the opportunity they 
had been awaiting. He moved to adjourn 
and, like a flash, Mr. Davis demanded the 
yeas and nays. ° 

The motion, the vote upon which was a 
test of strength between the friends and 
opponents of annexation, was defeated de- 
cisively—44 to 15—as follows:

SAY DREYER IS INNOCENT. 


Attorneys for the Ex-Banker Declare 
He Invested Park Money Legiti- 
mately as Required by Law. 


Despite the excessive heat a large crowd 
yesterday listened to the attorneys of ex- 
Banker Dreyer in their arguments for their 
client in the Criminal Court. The speech 
made by Adolf Kraus in the morning was 
followed by a lengthy argument by Attorney 
Moran, who dwelt exclusively on the Mw in 
the case, reminding the jurors that they were 
the judges of the law and the evidence. 
Attorney Kraus said Mr. Dreyer was 
compelled by law to put the West Park 
board funds where they would draw interest, 
and, accordingly, he placed them in the 
National Bank of Illinois, which failed, 
dragging with it Dreyer’s bank. Mr. Kraus 
claimed the money was invested honestly 
and legitimately, as the law required, in an 
institution that was presumably sound finan- 
cially, and that the failure of that in- 
stitution had caused the wreck of the Dreyer 
bank and the funds of the West Park beard. 
Attorney Moran read a vast number 
of authorities to bear. him out in his 
assertion that -when a demand is made 
it must be an actual demand, and that 
the mere fact that a debtor knows what a 
creditor comes to his house for does not 
constitute a demand on the creditor. He 
ridiculed the idea of sending a demand to 
an absent man by mail. 

“ Why,” he said, *“‘ the idea of making a 
felon of a man by posting a letter. These 
gentlemen are endeavoring to take from Mr. 
Dreyer his good name, the greatest of his 
possessions. I have read to you a number 
of cases decided by the Supreme Court that 
are similar in many respects to this case, 
Will you decide this case differently from the 
Judges of the Supreme Court simply because 
the honorable Judge on this case does not 
agree with me on that subject? If you do 
you put yourselves up as benig better judges 
of the law than the men on the Supreme 
bench.” 

Court adjourned at 4:30 o’clock, the argu- 
ment remaining unfinished and scheduled? 
for further hearing at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. State’s Attorney Deneen expects to 
take up one day in closing the State's case 
against the ex~banker. 

General McNulta, receiver for the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois, filed objections yes- 
terday to the report of Special Master Wean 
in the case of the West Park Commissioners 
against the bank.

When the Thirteenth Senatorial District 
Republicans held their legislative conven- 
tion they renominated James P. Cavanagh 
for Representative, named a district com- 
mittee, and adjourned. .As the district is 
strongly Democratic and offers small chance 
for the Republicans to elect more than the 
minority Representative, at that time it 
was thought unwise to nominate a candi- 
date for Senator. Since then, however, 
sentiment seems to have changed and it is 
understood William Cooke of the Seventh 
Ward will be put up by the District com- 
mittee to make the race. Joseph P. Ma- 
honey, a Democrat, has long represented 
that district in the Senate. If he could get 
the nomination of his party again, the Re- 
publicans would probably not enter a can- 
diate in the race against him. But the 
City Hall faction has declared war on Mr. 
Mahoney, and inasmuch as William Loeffler 
controls the Eighth Ward, it issaid Mahoney 
has a poor show of landing. The Republic- 
ans believe that with William Cooke they 
can defeat any other Democrat likely to be 
nominated. 


WILL OPEN CAMPAIGN EARLY. 


Democratic State Central Committee 
Will Lose No Time After the 
Convention Is Held. 


The Democratic State Central committee 
will open its campaign immediately after the 
State convention. It purposes a secret meet- 
ing with the committee in each Congres- 
sional district to map out a campaign in- 
volving, if need be, local as well as State 
issues, 

The Central: committee selected at the 
convention dves not come into power before 
January of next year. The campaign will 
be made by, the present body. Phil Dunlap 
of Jacksonville will be nominated for Treas- 
urer and David Felmley of Normal for State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, prob- 
ably by acclamation. The convention will 
be held in the hall at the State fair grounds 
that was used by the Republicans last week. 

Nominations for the Legislature are, as 
far as possible, held in abeyance until after 
the State convention. It is believed that 
body will “‘ soak” the Allen law and pledge 
the party to support its repeal. Down in 
the Forty-sixth District, the other day, the 
Democrats in Senatorial convention de- 
nounced the bill and indorsed Senator 
Payne’s course in voting against it. Few 
Democrats who voted for it will be renuom- 
inated, much less returned to the Legisla- | 
ture. James Branen of the Twenty-ninth 
voted for the bill and got a renomination. 
There will be an independent Democratic 
candidate put up against Branen. The name 
will go on the ticket by petition and Branen 
will find a fight on his hands. The conven- 
tion which nominated him defeated an anti- 
Allen resolution by a single vote. 

The Eighth District Democrats are in a 
turmoil over a nomination for the House. 
The district is composed of the Counties of 
Lake, McHenry, and Boone. Little Johnnie 
Donnelly has McHenry, and McHenry has 
more votes in the convention than Lake.
